NEW POINT UNDER THE LAND 
ACTS. 

Mr, Justice Gordon gave judament yesterday in 
the case of the Irish Land UOommission v. Rev. 
Father Stanislaus and William Hayes. The defen- 
dante were sued as trusteca of the estate of the late 
Michael Forde, deceased, plaintilig seeking possession , 
of part of the lands of Frenchpark, near Loughrea, | 
Oo. Galway, for nenm-payment of rent. It appeared 
that the Land Commission purchased the estate 
under Seotion 6 of the Land Act of 1903, and no 
undertaking to purchase had been signed by the 
defendants from the date of the service of the 
writ. More than three years’ rent was due, - The 
defence relied upon. was that ender Section 18 of 
the Land Act of 1903 the Lafd Commission had no 
power to bring proceedings by way of ejectment, 
ead only ag Seol rent in respect of land* pur- 

tham i same way that they pe 
ecvercd ata purchase annuities, On 
behal ia Commission it was argued that 
ben Ga ofiy applied to the “yr between the 
date of the agreement for sale to the Land Com: 
mission and the date of the vesting order, and 
that after the date of the vesting order the Land 
Commission had the full power of a landlord, 

Mr, Justice Gordon held that the Land Com 
mission was entitled to recover possession, that they 
would have had the power prior te the Act of 
19035, and that Section 18 of the Act only referred | 
ta the period between the agreement for aale and 
the vesting onder. He accordingly gave judgment 
for possession, with costa.

The German Retreat. 


The retreat of the German First Army 
in Picardy before General Gough's Army 
does not cease. Sir Douglas Haig’s terse 
reports define its territorial progress day 
by day, but throw no light whatever upon 
its attendant circumstances. It has now 
been carried back an average of thrée 
miles on a front of a dozen miles, and its 
lateral extent is widening as it proceeds. 
On the right our advanced guards are 
within a mile of Bapaume. On the left 
Gommecourt, the most northerly point of 
the offensive when our attack qpened on 
July Ist last year, and one where the 
assault failed with heavy loss, has passed 
inte our hands with inconsiderable opposi- 
tion. The German rearguard resistance, 
however, has grown somewhat stiffer, and 
there is a possibility that the retirement, 
in this phase at least, has very nearly 
reached its period. It has been presumed 
that the enemy were retiring to a new line 
where they could restore the cohesion of 
their battered front. Such a line, on the 
one hand, must he beyond the zone in 
their rear which had been systematically 
searched by our artillery, and, on the 
other hand, considerations of moral would 
prescribe a minimum retirement consistent 
with that condition. A hypothetical de- 
fensive position is to be discovered in the 
line known as the ridge of Bapaume. 
This ridge, running fourteen miles from 
north-west to south-east immediately be- 
fore Bapaume, is non-continuou's, with 
broken contours, but still clearly defined. 
It is a position of importance in that it 
dominates all the plain of Cambrai to the 
north-east. With this line our troops are 
now in close contact, and we shall soon 
see whether the enemy intend to hold it. 
If this is to be the new alignment, it will 
accentuate the great salient which bulges 
eastwards between Arras and Bapaunie, 
and that salient must gradually become 


as difficult of defence as the abandoned 


Ancre salient. It is possible that it, in 


drawn straight between Arras 
Bapaume. Such an operation would effect 
what the evacuation of the Ancre salient 
in itself has not effected—a substantial 
shortening of the German front. An ex- 
tensive withdrawal of this character, how- 
ever, would be a much more difficult opera- 
tion than the abandonment of the more 
confined Ancre salient, and the Germans 
would be taking great risks in assuming 
that they would be allowed to complete on 
a larger scale the limited retirement which 
so far has been methodical and inexpen- 
sive. . 

The difficulty of understanding the situa- 
tion consists in the necessity of reconciling 
two facts which, at first sight, appear to 
ba irreconcilable. There is, on the one 
hand, the fact of this retirement. There 
is, on the other hand, the fact, which 
seems to be established beyond any possi- 
bility of doubt, of a great concentration of 
German strength on the western front. It 
is upon the solution of this mystery that 
the lucid genius of French military critics 
has fastened. They suggest tentatively, 
upon the basis of the meagre evidence as 
yet available, that the Germans are, in 
effect, borrowing a leaf from the Russian 
book and bartering space against time. 
The retirement has been favoured by the 
weather. Most of the heavy guns were got 
away while the frost held. The infantry fol- 
lowed when it broke in fog and thaw, and 
the thaw, must make it difficult for our 
guns to follow across ground liberally de- 
vastated by our own shell-tire. The retire- 
ment imposes a delay upon the pmsecution 
ef our offensive, Gun-positions, — rail- 
heads, and stores must all be advanced 
before action can be developed against the 
new lines upon which the Germans may 
decide to stand. For a certain periods then, 
short, but «presumably sufficient to the 
enemy 8 offensive is dis- 
It is a possible inference that 
the Germans have mancuvred for this 
delay in: order to be more free to bring 
their macimum effort to bear in a great 
attack upon the French front. The 
French, it is to be noted in this connec- 
tion, are not co-operating in the present 
British movement. They may be holding 
their reserves in hand to deal with a Ger 
man offensive effort which the retirement 
on the Ancre is intended to facilitate. We 
are possibly on the eve of a renewed cam- 
paign of maneeuvre in which the decision 
may sway in the balance, and it is im- 
portant that we should not allow ourselves

A Dublin Canteen. 


A patriotic body of Irish women-workers 


has received very strange treatment from 
the Ministry of Munitions. When the 
National Shell Factory was started in 
Dublin the Ministry asked the Marchioness 
of Waterford to erganise the canteen. She 
accepted the respohsibjlity, and got 
together a representative gommittee and a 
corps of abouta CREARE so lady volunteers. 
It is right to say that a large part of the 
‘active work has fallen upon the honorary 
organiser, Mrs. Hignett. The canteen 
was opened just a year ago, and there is 
no question about the splendidly efficient 
way in which it has been conducted. It 
was entirely self-supporting. That is to say, 
the workers paid very small sums for ex- 
cellent meals—-fourpence was the price of 
a plate of meat and vegetables—and all ex 


were met by voluntary contributions from 
the Committee’s friends. This was no 
“fashionable” charity, but real, hard war 
work. The canteen was open day and 
night. Three regular meals were served 
during the day and two during the night ; 
and about two hundred workers sat down 
to every meal. The ladies’ committee 
paid wages to two cooks; all other service 
was voluntary. The meals were served 
by the voluntary workers, and after 
every meal they washed about a thousand 
plates, cups, saucers, knives and forks, 
and prepared the tables for the next shift. 
So much care was given to the quality and 
variety of the girl# food that at the end of 
the first three months the doctor was able 
to report a marked improvement in their 
physical condition. Thus work went on 
until a couple of weeks ago, when the 
word went forth suddenly that it was to 
cease. The Committee was told that the 
new National Service Regulations were 
coming into force, and it got a few days’ 
notice to quit. It quitted, and we are 
informed that the whole canteen work 
has now been reorganised on a basis of 
salaries, The new lady superintendent 
gets a salary, and all the attendants 
are on wages. It is supposed that 
a similar change will be made in the 
canteen which Lady Waterford’s Com- 
mittee has organised at Cork, and that 
paid service will be instituted at the 
canteens which it was getting ready to 
organise at Waterford and Galway. In 
that event we may assume that the rejec- 
tidn of voluntary services in these four 
canteens will cost the taxpayer a total 
sum of not less than £1,000 a year. There 
are two aspects of this curious affair. One 
is the discouragement that has been given 
to voluptary service by the very scant 
courtesy with which the Ministry of Muni- 
tions has rewarded the arduous and cheer- 
ful sacrifice of more than a hundred ladies 
in Dublin. The other is the question of 
expense. Our Economy Government can get 
necessary work well done for nothing ; yet 
it decides deliberately to run up a big wages 
bill. Do the new National Service Regula- 


teers all over the country are being ousted 
in favour of paid workers at a formidable 
cost to the taxpayer? An explanation is 
due to Lady Waterford’s Committee, and 
we hope that it-will be demanded without 
delay in the House of Commons. The new 
list of salaries at the Dublin canteen 
should be published, and a comparison of 
the house-keeping bills of the old com- 
mittee with those of the new régime would 
be useful.

The running of the down night Irish mail 
during the past month was even better than in 
the month of January, and, had the oid ar- 
rangement been continued, only six special 
traina would bave been required for Belfast. 
Moreorer, on five of these occasions, with a 
little more margin than used to be allowed, 
the connection could have been made without 
running a special- 

So far as the train to Cork is concerned, 
under the former worknig a special train would 
only have been required onee during the month, 
when the old agreed waiting time for the mail 
train was execeetied; but on that day, if the 
train had started from Amiens street, instead 
of from Kingsbridge, even that special would 
not have been wanted. 

The conclusion to be drawn is that, leaving 
the question of epecials on one aide, the present 
timing of the mail traina from Amiens atreet 
at 7.25 a.m. and from Kingsbridge at 7.55 a.m. 
cannot be justified; as it obviously involves need- 
less delay between Kingstown and the Dublin 
termini. The returns show that during February 
through passengers for the North were on four 
occasions kept waiting at Amiens street nearly 
an hour. Omitting the one day on which the 
connection was missed the average daily losa 
of time was three-quarters of an hour.

THE TILLAGE SCHEME, 

STRANGE OCCURRENCE IN ROSCOMMON 

A remarkable cdcurrence is reported from 
Curry, Knockeroghery, near Koscommon, on 
the grazing land of Mr. Hubert Martin, J.P., 
Glanduff.

Berlin’s silence about the German tre- 
treat on the Ancre is variously interpreted. 
It may, of course, be due to an unwilling- 
ness to reveal the fact that the ever- 
victorious army. has been forced to retire, 
especially by the contemptible British ; 
but in the past the German communigues 
have not been so silent in regard to move- 
ments which are, after all, comparatively 
small in proportion to the vast area still 
occupied by their armies. When they 
are compelled (perhaps by the loss of 


converging artillery fire at comparatively 
short range) to admit the retreat the news 
will have a much more serious effect upon 
the spirits of the German people than if it 
had been gradually broken to them. 


In the circumstances another theory 15 
put forward which may have some founda- 
tion. It is that the German authorities 
are preparing a gigantic new attack upon 
some portion of the Allied line believed 
to be less strongly defended than the west, 
and are for that purpose withdrawing 
their men from the Ancre region. ‘Then, 
if the new enterprise should prove even 
temporarily successful, they will publish 
the news with a great flourish of trumpets 
in the hope that, dazzled by. this new 
“vietory.” the German people will not pay 
anv attention to the reverse on the Ancre. 
In the meantime it 1s very satisfactory to 
learn. on the authority of General 
Berthaut, that the enemy did not succeed 
in getting away with all his heavy guns, 
but had to blow up a certain number of 
them. Competent military critics have 
always pointed out that the immensely 
heavy guns now universally employed by 
both sides, while most valuable and indeed 
indispensable in attack, greatly increase 
the difficulties of a successful retreat. If 
we had had them at Mons, I wonder how 
many of them would have survived the 
retreat, or whether the retiring troops 
would not have been fatally hampered by 
their possession? 

It is comforting to learn that Sir Alfred 
Watson,. the Government actuary, 
mates the mazimum charge for pensions 


twenty-five millions a year. A good many 
people had imagined that it would be 
nearer double that amount.

Mr. Bonar Law dis- 
sented from the view that common-sense 
was the basis of the hon, baronet’s argu- 
ment. On the other hand, common-sense 
dictated that members of that House 
should impose upon themselves the re- 
strictions they had imposed upon others. 
After this there was little to be said, and 
the motion was agreed to without a divi- 
sion. Several minor measures were ad- 
vanced a stage, and the House rose at an 
unusually early hour. - 

Mr. Neville Chamberlain's meeting with 
members of Parliament was a decided 
success. The Grand Committee Room No. 
14 was crowded, nearly two hundred hon. 
gentlemen being present, under the chair- 
manship of Mr. Whitley, and all sections 
of the House were represented. Mr. 
Chamberlain made a most favourable im- 
pression upon his audience, who were 
much struck by his quickness of apprehen- 
sion and clearness of explanation. Many 
questions were put to him and were 
answered apparéntly to the general satis- 
faction. These showed that there was a 
considerable lack of knowledge, even in 
the House of Commons, of ‘the real nature 
of the National Service scheme. of 
course, Mr: Chamberlain was asked 
whether Ireland is to be included in the 
scheme. That was, he answered, the in- 
tention, but the details of the Irish branch 
had not yet. been arranged. As a pre- 
liminary the matter had been referred to 
the Chief Secretary. Some Irish Unionists 
who were present tell me that they heard 
this with misgiving. 

It will be seen that there is some ap- 

roach to the principle. of agricultural 
vattalions in the proposed release by. the 
War Office of 50,000 soldiers for agricul- 
tural work. Agricultarists in the House 
of Commons object, however, that the idea 
is not carried far enough either in the 
strength of the proposed units (companies) 
or in the qualifications of the men com- 
posing them. Apparently the intention 
of the military authorities is that about 
ten unskilled men shall be placed under 
the superintendence of one skilled man. Tb 
is pointed out that, with a few battalions 
of all skilled men, moving from place to 
place, work could be much more rapidly 
and efficiently done, and that this method 
seems especially desirable for the spring 
work, for which only a short time is asail. 
able. .

CLOSER TO BAPAUME. 

The German retirement is being extended 
northwards, as if it might include eventu- 
ally the whole of the great Arras salient. 
Yesterday, after occupying Gommecourt, 
we pushed our line forward a thousand 
yards to the north-east of it. 

We have also occupied Thilloy (on - the 
southern outskirts of Bapaume) and 
Puisieux-au-Ment, with the adjoining

GUNBOAT RECAPTURED. 

The Secretary of War makes the following 
announcement :— . 

A report despatched late on the evening of 
February 26th from the General Officer Oom- 
manding in Mesopotamia gives the following 
particulars of the operations :— 

The close pursuit of the retreating enemy has 
been steadily maintained throughout the 26th, 
and our advance troops were this afternoon en- 
gaging the enemy from three sides ai a point 
on the left bank of the Tigris over 30 miles 
west-north-west of Kut. During his flight the 
enemy abandoned a quantity of arms, ammuni- 
tion, tents, equipment and stores of all kinds, 
and has thrown some of his guns, including four 
5.9 howitzers, into the river. 

The British gunboat, Firefly, which was lost 
in the retreat from Citesiphon, has been recap- 
tured, and, in addition, one Turkish ship has 
been taken and one destroyed. The Turkish 
prisoners taken on the 25th amount to 360. All 
the reports from to-day have not yet been re-

HOW THE TIGRIS WAS CROSSED. 


Mr. Edmund Candle: the representative of 
the British Press with the Expeditionary Force. 
in Mesopotamia, telegraphs from the Bridge- 
head, Shumran Bend, Tigris, February 23rd :—. 

We have thrown a bridge across the Tigris 
at; Shumran Bend, seven miles by the river up- 
stream of Kut. Our infantry crossed in pon- 
toons this morning at three different points as 
‘it was getting light, and each party established 
itself on the north bank. The British regiment 
which crossed at the highest point completcly 
surprised the Turks, 

The leading boat was within a few yards of 
the north bank when the first shot was fired. 
For a few minutes the boats came under a 
sharp fusilade from picquets and machine guns, 
but the fire was quickly got under. The picquets 
surrendered, and within an hour the enemy 
rifle fire had nearly stopped. Their artillery 
fire swept a point of the crossing all the morn- 
ing, but with little effect. Only one pontoon 
was hit, but not sunk. 

The two Gurkha regiments, which crossed 

further downstream, ran up against stronger 
opposition. In both cases the river was swept 
by machine gun fire. Enemy picquets attacked 
with grenades as the crew landed, and the fight 
developed into a bombing match between the 
boat and the bank. Nevertheless, in face of 
this resistance they established a landing, hung. 
on under intense artillery fire, and finally 
joined up with the British regiment, which had 
crossed a mile higher up. 
The combined force then advanced, sweeping 
the enemy before them. The bridge was com- 
pleted at 4.30, within eight hours ef driving in 
the first shore anchorage. The breadth of the 
stream here is 340 yards. The current is run- 
ning at five knots. and as I write our troops 
are still crossing. Over 600 Turks have sur- 
rendered. 

Yesterday, after a bombardment, we carried 
the enemy's first two lines at Sanna-I-Yat, and 
held thern «fter repeated counter-attacks, in 
which the Turks lost heavily. News has just 
come through that we have taken their third 
ine.

CHANCELLOR’S 
SPEECH. — 


ATTACK ON ENGLAND. 


THE SUBMARINE CAMPAIGN. 
(REUTER’S TELEGRAM.) 
AMSTERDAM, WEDNESDAY. 
Continuing his speech to the Reichstag, the 
Imperial Chancellor dwelt on the conditions at- 
taching to the German Notes “5 America regard- 
ing the freedom of the seas, and said :—England 
has not abandoned the isoldtion of Germany, 


sified it. (Hear, hear.) Our enemies have not 
been induced to respect the principles of Inter- 
national Law generally recognised before the 
war, or to observe the laws of humanity. The 
freedom of the seas, which America, according 
to the President’s express declaration, desired 
to restore, even during the war, hae been still 
more thoroughly hampered by our enemies, and 
America has not prevented this. All that is 
common knowledge. As recently as the end of 
January the British Government issued a new 
Proclamation of a barred zone in the North 
Sea. Could it, therefore, surprise anyone that 
we, on January 31, considered the freedom of 
the seas as not restored, and drew our conclu- 
sions from this fact? But the question has 
gone far beyond formalitics. We were ready 
for peace by agreement, and are fighting for 
our life. 
BRITISH BLOCKADE. 

Who from the beginning has trampled 
upon recognised International Law? The British 
starvation blockade; the refusal of our peace 
offer by the Entente, the war aims of our 
enemies, which contemplate our destruction, and 
the speeches of Mr. Lloyd George are certainly 
also known in America. I could quite under- 
stand if the United States, as the guardian of 
International Law, would work for its restora- 
tion equally among all the belligerents, and if 
the United States, from a desire to restore peace 
to the world, had taken measures in order to 
enforce the cessation of bloudshed, but it is im- 
possible that I can recognise the honour and 
vital questions of the American people when 
they protect International Laws only against us, 


Our enemies and American circles unfriendly to 
us believe they could point out an important | 
difference betwe@n our method of action and | 
that of the English. 

England, so it was said, only destroys 
economic values which can be replaced, but Ger- 
many destrovs himan lives which are irreplace- 
able. Why is it as regards English that no 
American lives have been endangered? «.Cer- 
tainly for the reason that neutral countries, 


especially American, have voluntarily obeyed 
English orders—(‘‘ very true ’’)—and because 
the Wnglish, therefore, without using force, 
could attain their aims. What would have hap- 
pened if Americans had attached the same im- 
portance to unhindered passenger. and goods 
traffic with Bremen and Hamburg as with Liver- 
pool and London? 
SIR PERCY SCOTT QUOTED. 

England plays the réle of sca police. Who has 
allotted this charge to England? Who deter- 
mines it? Anyone who refuses to allow Eng- 
land’s claim to enlarge or limit law or morality 
as laid down by vague political, economic, or 


to humanity. Before the war, when there was 
as yet no fear of German submarines, things 
were different. It is worth while to recall the 
opinion expressed by the British naval authority, | 
Sir Perey Scott, on July 14th, 1914—that is, 
shortly before the outbreak of war. His opinion 
was that the future in naval warfare belonged 
io submarines. He was confronted by the view 
that, for technical reasons, a submarine could 
not be captured, but only destroyed, which 
would be a violation of the laws of htmanity 
and a reversion to barbarism. Sir Percy re- | 
ferred to the ease of an island kingdom which 
depended on oversea food supplies, and was 
blockaded by submarines when at war. The 
Chancellor said this case strongly resembled 
that of Germany at the present time, and 
cohtinued:—And how did 8ir Perey Scott 
decide the British or neutral ships which 
disregarded the blockade and tried to break it 
could not be supposed to serve peaceful aims. 
If they were sunk this eould not be called a 
reversion to barbarism and piracy of the worst 
form. (Hear, hear.) That is the opinion which 
we represent, though ours 1s still more clearly 
justified, becanse if was an island kingdom which 
started: starvation methods and forced us into 
counter measures.

HOUSE OF LORDS—Wednesday. 


The Lonp CHANCELLOR took his seat on the 
Woolsack at 4.15. 

The debate, which was opened last Wednes- 
day, on a motion by Viscount Chaplin, calling 
for measures to quicken the home production of 
food, was resumed by the Marquis of CREWE, 
who expressed disagreement with Viscount 
Chaplin’s views on the fiscal policy, and ob- 
served that it was at least open to question 
whether, if this country had adhered to the 
policy of high protection we should have had 
124 million tons of mercantile seas at the 
commencement of the war,; whether London 
would have remained the central money market 
of the world, and whether our general position 
would have been such as to.enable us to bear 
the main financial burdens of this war. He 
agreed that, in considering the questions of 
the food supply and transport, it was necessary 
to provide for a period considerably longer than 
the actual end of hostilities, and, referring to 
the Prime Minister’s speech, he expressed the 
opinion that the provision made for ensuring an 
increase in our food supply by guarantees to 
the agricultural interest covered the right period 
of time. That was to say, without endeavour- 
ing to lay down a permanent canon of assist- 
ance to farmers in tle future, it covered a 
sufficient period to induce them to make such 
changes in their practice as the situation might 
demand. The crux of the whole business was 
the question of the labour. He was not pre- 
pared to assent to the proposition that England 
ought to attempt to become permanently a 
wheat-growing country.on a large scale, and, as 
regarded the ploughing up of pasture, he 
thought that the subject required to be ap- 
proached with caution. i 

The Earl of SELBORNE said that, while he 
did not criticise the decision of the War Cabinet 
that 30,000 more skilled men could be taken 
from the land, he was bound to state that pro- 
duction could not be the same, no matter what 
scheme of substitution might be adopted. It 
would give the farmers a greater. sense of 
security if they were officially told’ that: they 
were to look to the President of the Board of 
Agriculture for advice and guidance, and that 
no decision affecting: agriculture would be come 
io by the Government without’ the con- 
sent of the President of the Board. He 
believed that the farmer could make no more 
important contribution to the lengthening of 
our food supplies than by rationing stock, and 
so econémising feeding stuffs. He joined issue, 
with Lord Crew’s conclusion, that this country 
should not become a wheat-growing country on 
a large scale.

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GENERAL MAUDE’S TRIUMPH. 


Discussing the Tigris successes, and prai 
the fine handling of the troops, the Eas 
Correspondent of the Aforning Post writes—The 
situation offers a strong temptation to embark 
on a general advance, the military expediency 
Strategically and 
tactically, the position at Kut is unexception- 
able, and its recovery, combined with the de- 
cisive defeat of the Turks in the positions which 
they had fortified with so much labour, and held 
for so many months, would seemsto have. amply 
vindicated our prestige in the » which is in 
less need of vindication than during the earlier 
stages of the war. It is to be hoped that politi 
cal aims may not again seduce us from the 
path of military rectitude, and lead us to 
hazard an adventure which would infallibly re- 
sult in a further dispersion of our already scat- 
tered forces, and in accentuating the stram on 
our over-taxed shipping resources. It is time to 
reduce to a minimum the forces engaged in 
distant operations, which are not material to 
the main issue of the war, and to concentrate 
on the defeat of Germany, from which all minor 
issues will follow automatically. 


GERMAN TRICKS OF WARFARE. 


Mr. Philip Gibbs, in a message from British 
Headquarters in France to the Daily Telegraph, 
says :—All the triéks of war are being used to 
check and kill our patrols. In addition to trip 
wires, attached to explosives, German helmets 
have been left about with bombs concealed in 
them, so as to explode on being touched, and 
there are other devices of this kind which are 
ingenious,’ but hardly worth the trouble. The 
enemy's snipers and machine Ean give our 
men greater trouble, but are being routed out 
from their hiding places. There were -a lot of 
them in the ruins of Puisieux, but after sharp 
fighting and a grim man-hunt among the broken 
brickwork, the enemy was destroyed in this vil- 
lage, and our line now runs well beyond it to 
Gommecourt on the left and down to Iries, on 
the right. The enemy has destroyed Irles 
Church tower, as he has destroyed the church 
of Achiet le Petit and the famous clock tower 
of Bapaume, on which we tried to read the 
time from the high ground westward during the 
batiles of the Somme. This is to get rid of 
observation which might be useful to us-in our 
advance. 


GERMANS LEAVING TURKEY. 

The Rome correspondent of the Daily Tele 
graph says—According to Swiss reports, the Ger- 
man divisions actually in Turkey are getting 
ready to return to Germany. A few battalions 
orily will remain in Turkey. 


WAVE OF INDIGNATION IN 
AMERICA, 


Despite the fact that by a Parliamentary trick 
a single Senator has been able to block imme- 
diate action on the bill giving the President 
unlimited guthority to use all the resources of 
the United States against Germany, and that 
the Pacifist forces, under tho lead of Mr. 
Bryan, are convergmg on the Capitol to prevent 
the President from obtaining this power, the 
Administration believes, says the Washington 
correspondent of the Morning Post, it will get 
all that it has asked for, and the question of 
war or peace will be left solely to the dis- 
cretion ot the President. The Republicans are 
still fighting for an extra session, but, as has 
invariably asail since the beginning of the 
war, the*Germans have defeated their own 
ends by an act of atrocity, and have solidified 
American public opinion. The sinking of the 
Laconia has shocked the public and created in- 
dignation, and compelled the President to re- 
cognise that Germany has committed an “overt 
áct” which cannot be ignored. He is reported, 
however, as disinclined to do anything until 
Congress has given him the authority he asks, 
and it is clearly demonstrated whether  Con- 
gress ‘will stand squarely behind him or will 
attempt to tie his hands. 


CAUTIOUS BRITISH ADVANCE. 

Writing from France, Mr. Filson Young, the 
Daily* Mail correspondent, says:—Our advance 
is necessarily slow owing to bad ground, and 
also because. caution is necessary. Nothing 
would please the enemy betier than a rush for- 
ward on our part. It is probable that the 
enemy is working the withdrawal according to a 
time table. If the larger scheme which I have 
already outlined—a withdrawal to the Arras- 
Cambrai line~-is carried out it will possibly not 
be complete for three weeks. 

BRITISH SHIPPING AND 
SUBMARINES. 

Mr. Archibald Hurd, the Naval expert of the 
Daity, Telegraph, commenting onthe first of 
the statements promised by Sir Edward Carson 
with regard to losses among British shipping as 
the result of the German submarine campaign, 
writes:—It may be assumed with confidence 


that the Germans had at sea during this period 
(the week ending February 25) every available

Throughout the world the revelation that 2,280 
merchantmen arrived in British ports and that 
2,261 sailed will convey an entirely fresh and 
gratifying. appreciation of the small success 
which has been obtained by the enemy in seven 
days, when it was his p to do his worst. 
This record of comparative failure will do much 
to correct any misapprehensions abroad, which 
were based on the flamboyant threats in which 
the German authorities indulged, with the 
avowed intention of preventing neutral vessels 
from using our ports. Experience has shown 
that the menace is relatively small in compari- 
son with the vast extent of our shipping activi- 
ties. We, moreover, see at present only one 
side of the picture. Nothing is said, in accord- 
ance with the deliberate policy of the Ad- 
gniralty, of the submarines which operated in 
this week of piracy, and will never return to 
Germany.
